RESCUE CARS BEING SENT CUT

Constructed 
Cars, 
Fully 


Manned by Corps of M iners Trained 


In Rescue W ork and Equipped W ith 


Latest Rescue Apparatus, A re to Be 


Located in the Midst of the Great 


Coal Districts by Bureau of Mines. 


Evansville, Ind., Nov. 1.— A life-sav­ 
ing service for the rescue of m iners 
In tim e of dang er is about to be in­ 
aug urated by the United States bu­ 
reau of mines. 
Six specially con­ 
structed cars, fully mnnnrcl by a corps 
of m iners trained in rescue work and 
equipped with the latest rescue ap­ 
paratus and first aid to the injured 
appliances, will within a few days be 
located in the midst of the g reat coal 
districts in different parts of the coun­ 
try, this city being one of the points 
selected. 
These cars will be ready at 
a m om ent’s notice to proceed to the 
scene of a disaster, w here the rescue 
corps, in co-operation with the state 
m ining officials, 
will 
do everything 
possible to save entom bed miners. 
The car that is destined for E vans­ 
ville reached the bureau of mines res­ 
cue station at Urbana, II!., this m orn­ 
ing . where it will be fully equipped 
and placed in the charg e of R. Y. Wil­ 
liams, mining eng ineer, as lecturer, 
and J. M. Webb as trainer in mine 
rescue work. 
Frank McCalip of Craw ­ 
fordsville. who is connected with the 
bureau of mines in W ashing ton, and 
Jam es Epperson, Indiana state mine 
inspector, will be on the car for sev­ 
eral days during its trip throug h In­ 
diana. 
Dr. J. M. Shields of the Am er­ 
ican Red Cross society will be present, 
and there will be a m iner skilled in 
hospital corps work and first aid to 
the injured. 
After rem aining in U rba­ 
na for several days the car will pro­ 
ceed to Danville, 111., T erre Haute, and 
on throug h southern Indiana to Ev­ 
ansville. 
The car will stop a few days 
at each mining town, where the m in­ 
ers will be trained without cost in res­ 
cue work. 
Four other cars similarly 
equipped will be ready for delivery to 
the bureau of mines within a 
few 
days. 
The mine rescue station at Ev­ 
ansville will be ready to answ er any 
em erg ency call in the Indiana district 
after Thanksg iving day.
